From ‘‘Souvenirs of Song.” by Luoy IL
Hooper, we teke the following deseription of
the manner in which grand operas are pro-
duced in Derlin:-

In all essential points the opera in Berlin
far surpasses even the traditional glories of
the grand opera in Paris. The natural voices
of the lending performers are quite as fine as
those of the French singers, while their ar-
tistie training is even superior, and the
chorus und orchestra are simply unapproach-
able in size, training, and general perfection.
All the details of costume and scenery are

worthy of study, so minately have they been |

elsborated and so careful hasg been the super-
vision bestowed upon them. The mise en
scene of such operad as the Huguenots, the
Prophete, or Witliam Tell, presents not only a
gorgeons and effective stage spectacle, but a
correct historical picture. Seene-painting
and stage-costnming seem to be considered
in Berlin as belonging to the fine arts, and to
be treated accordingly.

Lot us take, for example, one of the hest
known operas on the modern stage— Faust
As il was first produced in Berlin, every scone
was worthy of eareful study, and was exnui-
site in artistic beanty. The morning light
streaming through the latlice of ‘Iaust’s’
desolate room, the vision of ‘Margnerite's'
innocent loveliness, the bustle and ecrowd of
the Kermesse, with its gay booths, noisy
shows, and animated spectators, were each
incomparable in its way. Next oame the

The entire commercial world of his
day, Venice alone excepted, was anxions to
discover a passage by sea to India. Daring
a space of two centuries the faots and fables
recounted by Marco Polo had gained more or
less credence in Europe, and the not un-
natural desire to visit his distant ‘*Cathay”
(China), and that goodliest island of “‘Cipan-
go" (Japan), where the soil literally eparkled
with rubies and diamonds, pearls were as plon-
tifnl as pebbles, and gold was found in the
form of monntuing rather than nuggets, had
not a little stimulated at once the lovers of
adventure and of lucre, Whether young
Christopher had perused the glowing pages of
the Venetian voyager we are not informed.
Yet it may be conjectured with the highost
degree of probability that he had. At the
cluse of his first voyage he affirmed that he
had returned from ‘‘Cipango.” In a letter
written in 1504 he says:—*'1 reached, on the
15th of May, the province of Mango, which
is contignons to that of Cathay. From
Ciguara, in the country of Veragua, it is only
ten days’ journey to the Ganges.” Reference
to the map of Behaim will show that onr
navigator considered himself to have been, at
the time specified, on the northern shores of
China, somewhera near the district
lying to the north of the tropiec of
Usnger, which is assigned to the “‘konig,” or
king, **Von Mangi.” The mere fact that
Colunmbus gives to the lands which he visits
the numes of countries described by Marco
Polo, is tolerable strong eciroumstantial evi-
deuce that he was in search of those regions,

If, however, the fables of travellers did
not give color and chariacter to his enter-
prise, there were facts of a very palpable and
snggestive order which could not but operate
powerfnlly upon his mind., No state had ex-
ercised more influence in European politics,
for the spucs of a hundred aud fifty years,
than the diminutive republic of Venice. Her
doges were emperors; they figure as the great
interventionists of their day; her merchants
her dwellings were palaces.
Before the gorgeous portal of San Mareo

stood the banner-poles that once had
borne the standards of Cypros, Candia,
and Moren, When Molnmmed I[I was

threatening Constantinople, the last of the
imperial race of Byzantinm seat, in his emer-
gency, ambassadors to beg the aid of the city
of waters. Venice was
sovereign of the sens, The annual mystic
marringe of the Adristic was far from being a
mweaningless ceremony. And the causs of this
was po mystery, Venice hind heen
dreds of years the eutrepot for the European
trade with India., Upon the bosom of the
Cavnl Giundeca rocked argosies franght with
the fine-spun produce of the looms of Cash-
mere, the glittoring viold of Goleonda's mines,
the spices, perfumes, and dyes gathered on
the banks of the saered Ganges.

AN‘ ORDINANCE

To Rearrange aad fx the Boundary Lines
of Eiection lli\-'ll-‘iunn and Places of [Inlding
Elections in the Nineteonth Ward, and to Ureate
Three Additional Divisions Therein.

Section 1. The Select and Common Couneils
of the city of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
First, 8ccond. Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Elghth,
Tentb, Eleventh, Twelith, Thirteenth, Four-
teenth, Fifteenth, Bixteenth, Seventeenth, Eigh-
teonth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first and
Twenty-second divisions shall be and remaln as
heretofore established,

Section 2. The boundaries of the Third dis
vision ehall be as follows: —Commenecing at the
eouthweat corner of Frankford rond and Norris
street, thence along the south side of Norris
sirect to Howard street, thence along the east
side of Howard street to Harrison, thence along
the north side of Harrison street to Frankford
road, thence along the west side of Fraukford
road to the place of beginning, To vote at the
house of William Lentz, Frankford road and
Norrls street.

Section 8. The boundaries of the Fourth di-
vision &hall be as follows: —Commencing at the
northwest corner of Frankford road and Norris
streel, theoce along the west side of Frankford
road to Otis streot, thence along the sonth side
of Otis streel to Coral street, thence along the
¢nst side of Coral streel to Front street, thence
nlong the enst side of Front te Norris street,
thence along the north side of Norris street to
the place of beginning. To vote at the honse
of John Thompeon, northwest corner of  Amber
and Dreer streets,

Section 4. The boundaries of the Ninth divi-
slon shall be as follows:— Commencing at the
northeast corner [of Germantown avenue and
Diamond etreet, thence along the enst side of
Germauntown avenue to Bixth street, thence
along the east side of Bixth street to Busque-
hanna avenue, thence along the south side of
Spsquebnnna avenuve to Apple street, thence
nlovg the west side of Apple street to Diamond
gtreet, thence along the north side of Diamond
street to the place of beglnuing., To vote at the
house of Henry Dinkelacker, northwest coroer
of Fifth and Diamond streets.
